“Nothing appeals so much in a picture as real 
colour,’’ said Diderot in his ‘‘ Essay on Painting ”’ ; 
“it impresses alike the ignorant and the learned: 
a demi-connaisseur will pass by a masterpiece of 
drawing, expression and composition, but the colour- 
ist is never overlooked.’”’ The perennial truth of 
Diderot’s observation is confirmed by the appearance 
this autumn of a number of new books which directly 
or indirectly bear testimony to the importance of 
colour in pictures. In the first place attention 
may be directed to the remarkable enterprise shown 
by the House of Cassell in issuing two new series of 
art books, at popular prices, the outstanding feature 
of which is that all the illustrations are given in 
colour. Each volume in the ‘‘ Gems of Art’’ series 
contains eight plates in colour, measuring about 7 
by 9 inches, reproduced direct from the original 
paintings; in the larger ‘‘ Master-Painters of the 
World ”’ the scale of illustration is still more generous, 
the size of the plates is extended to about 11 by 7} 
inches, and the number of them increased to an average 
of seventeen in each volume. The distinctive note of 
the series is further emphasised by the fact that each 
volume has an additional colour-plate, printed on the 
front cover of the binding, illustrating a picture 
not reproduced inside. In these books, essentially 
designed to meet a popular demand, we havea striking 
demonstration not only of the high state of excellence 
attained by colour printing in this country, butalso of 
the rapidly spreading conviction that the only satis- 
factory way in which to reproduce a picture is in colour.

Colour, it may be admitted, plays a part of varying 
importance in the work of different artists ; some pictures 
undoubtedly lose far more than others when they are 
deprived of their colour; but the immediate point with 
which we are concerned is that all of them lose something, 
and proof of this may be found in the volumes under 
review. The subjects of the first volumes in the larger 
series are Turner,”’ Gainsborough and Millais,”’ in 
the smaller ‘‘ Rembrandt,” ‘“‘ Reynolds,” ‘‘ and 
‘‘ Watts.’’ In the matter of Turner it is impossible that 
there should be any dispute; it would be hopeless to 
attempt to form any judgment whatsoever on Turner's 
work without a knowledge of his colour. But with the 
well-chosen illustrations in Mr. Townend’s book, illustrations 
which include water-colours as well as oil-paintings, 
even a person who had never been inside either the 
National Gallery or the Tate Gallery will be able to 
form a just and accurate opinion of the qualities and 
characteristics of Turner as displayed in his works. 

Now let us consider briefly two other artists, Rem- 
brandt and Watts, to the essence of whose art colour, it 
might be argued, is less essential. In his account of 
Rembrandt—a model of sympathetic biography and 
helpful criticism—Mr. J. B. Manson maintains that 
this master 

“* Achieved his results by tone and modelling; colour 
with him was an added beauty, but it was restrained and 
artificial, and not the colour nor in the key of Nature. His 
use of colour was mainly decorative ; he did not feel Nature 


through colour, as the modern impressionists did. It was 
not an essential part of his expression.” 


In a sense this is true enough, and yet we cannot 
know Rembrandt fully and completely unless we know 
his colour, for this is so characteristic, so much part and 
parcel of his own peculiar, philosophic view of life, 
that if it is not strictly speaking an essential part 
of his expression, it is none the less an essential part 
of his art. The hundreds who are familiar with the 
originals may find a monochrome reproduction enough 
to recall the essence of Rembrandt’s expression ; but 
the millions to whom Rembrandt is only a name, who 
have not had the opportunity of becoming intimate 
with the art treasures of London, will assuredly gain

peasant woman which 
De Maupassant was so fond of 
paying and is instinct with a 
humanity and a charm that are 
not often found in Flaubert’s 
work. ‘‘ The Tale of St. Julian”’ 
is a masterpiece too, but a 
masterpiece in different genre, 
that of Catholic hagiology. The 
final passage, in which Julian, 
having given the dying leper 
first his food and drink, then his 
bed, and then his clothes, com- 
pletes his sacrifice by stretching 
himself, Elisha-fashion, on the 
ice-cold body of visitor, 
only to find himself clasped in 
the arms of his glorified Lord 
and Saviour, is a magnificently 
triumphant close to a most 
original and most moving legend.

We like the forthright, militant manner of Mr. 
Blamire Young. He has no doubts, or rather 
has very few doubts as to his racy interpretations 
of aseries of strangely obscure etchings, and is 
admirably ready to hit the head of any oppo- 
nent who is bold enough to oppose himself. And 
yet the case is most difficult and not to be 
finally settled by reference to the illustrations, 
although excellently reproduced, of this volume ; 
for the necessary reductions have sometimes so 
far blurred certain details to which Mr. Young 
refers, that what he asserts does not always so 
appear in these plates. Before, therefore, the 
reader can be convinced of the justification of his 
particular interpretations, it will be necessary 
to examine the etchings in as many of their 
“ states’ as possible. With that reservation it 
is possible to admire Mr. Young’s spirit and per- 
suasiveness. He identifies himself thoroughly 
with what he believes to have been Goya’s point 
of view, and shows how necessary it was, when 
the Inquisition was still the devil’s effective 
instrument, and cruelty, tyranny, ignorance and 
superstition were harassing Spain, for the truth 
to be shrouded in the cloaks of satire. Goya 
is not the only example of such necessity in 
those or in later times, either in Spain or else- 
where. Mr. Young has therefore done a service 
to inquirers into the curious by suggesting inter- 
pretations of these baffling and puzzling prints ; 
but Heaven grant this may not be the beginning 
of another cryptogram craze. The Baconians 
have been nuisance enough.

Mr. Kendon, in embarking upon the studies whose 
fruits are embodied in this quite valuable book, set before 
himself the attempt to draw some general conclusions 
concerning matters of common faith and common know- 
ledge in the Middle Ages, considering very reasonably 
that mural paintings 
in churches would 
offer perhaps more 
trustworthy grounds 
for such conclusions 
than contemporary 
literature, which was 
still the business of 
professional clerics, 
or sculpture, which 
was that of an un- 
commonly  circum- 
scribed guild system. 
The wall paintings 
were meant to appeal 
in a special manner 
to the folk, and Mr. 
Kendon believes that 
they ‘‘ became more 
than appeals; that 
by a kind of natural 
selection, as well as 
by direct derivation, 
they were a true 
folk-expression.’’ So 
that he feels himself, 
through these pic- 
tures, in contact 
with the common 
man’s creed, for the 
churches were in- 
deed, as was often 
asserted, ‘‘ the Bibles 
of the people.”’ The 
seventeen plates are 
of extraordinary in- 
terest, varying from 
the late twelfth cen- 
tury to the fifteenth. 
The tender beauty 


of thirteenth 
century “ Virgin and 
Child,” from the 


Bishop’s Palace at 
Chichester, is in 
exquisite contrast 
with the brilliant 
fifteenth century ‘“‘ Philip and Jude,”’ the twelfth century 
““ Ladder of Salvation,’’ ‘‘ Torments of the Wicked ’”’ and 
““ Tree of Knowledge ’’—grotesque, horrific and powerful— 
and again with the ‘‘ Flagellation ’’ and the ‘‘ Resurrection ”’ 
of the fourteenth century in Norwich Cathedral, so fine 
and spirited and expressive..

The story is full of action—horse riding, swim- 
ming, a chase after a vicious bull, and the like ; and it also 
contains an excellent picture of the training of a very boyish 
boy by the twins; the way they impart lessons to him and 
their own small brother could be read with advantage by 
many school teachers. There is one defect in Miss Mary 
Grant Bruce’s story, and that is that the reader gets a 
feeling that he is only being shown one side of the people’s 
characters ; they are all so jolly and good-tempered—one 
feels one is always seeing them at their best; they must 
have times when not at their best, and to get a com- 
plete picture of them one needs a glimpse of this other 
side too.

He seems to 
have been capable of getting on 
well with Chinese and Tibetans 
alike, but he never dwells on 
his difficulties; he is too much 
absorbed in his botanical finds. 
Yet he manages to convey an 
impression of country and people 
that is perhaps more effective 
than if he had devoted all his 


attention to descriptive writing alone. 
In complete contrast with Captain Ward’s solitary 
journeying is Lady Glover’s full “‘ Memories of Four 


Continents ’’ which are 
indeed stuffed with 
good things by way of 
her “‘ recollections grave 
and gay, of events in 
social and diplomatic 
life.” She has met and 
known many celebrated 
persons, and has visited 
or lived in many inter- 
esting ‘‘ outposts of 
Empire,” so that her 
reminiscences are worth 
reading as records of 
things and people of 
importance in their own 
day and in ours. She 
knew Cecil Rhodes and 
Dr. Jameson, and 
many another Empire 
pioneer of far-seeing 
vision, and we feel 
that her admiration is 
chiefly reserved for the 
men who “‘do”’ things 
for their country—men 
who can dream nobly 
and make the dreams 
come nobly true.

advancement of civilisation. 
How greatly, then, would 
Lady Glover revel in the delight- 
ful account by Fred L. M. Moir, 
of the work done by himself and 
his brother on behalf of a 
Scottish trading company formed 
to open up Nyasaland and the 
lakes. It was no ordinary trad- 
ing company, though designed 
for trade; it had other ideals 
too, inspired by the work of 
David Livingstone, in whose 
honour it called itself the 
Livingstonia Central African 
Company Limited, with a 
capital of a few thousand 
pounds. It aimed at opening 
up a trade route from the east 
coast to the region of Lakes 
Nyasa and Tanganyika, and 
besides it hoped to strike a 
paralysing blow at the dreadful 
Arab slave trade. In 1878 the 
brothers went out to Zanzibar, 
and there they found a wild 
uncivilised country, full of 
horror, superstition and cruelty 
and suffering: they left a smiling 
country-side, with a proper 
transport system and under 
equitable administration, a 


domination of witchcraft, loosed 
from the slave trade, prosperous, contented, increasing. 
As for the slave trade, as Major Ian Hay says in the 


introduction he contri- 
butes to this volume, 
they were primarily 
responsible for its 
abolition, “firstly by 
rendering it economi- 
cally unsound, and 
secondly, when the 
pinch came, by stand- 
ing up to their 
opponents and fighting 
them singlehanded to a 
standstill.” And when 
Nyasaland and North- 
ern Rhodesia were 
added to the Empire, 
at the request of the 
native chiefs who 
desired to live under 
the British flag, it was 
in no small measure 
due to their experience 
of the fair dealing and 
upright ways of these 
traders. Mr. Moir’s 
plain, straightforward 
narrative is one long 
satisfactory thrill after 
another, and in itself is 
a shining example of 
the way in which the 
Empire grows, almost 
against the will of the 
central administration. 
It is a story to make 
us all humbly proud, 
and a perfectly splendid 
book to give a spirited 
boy. 
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what he should see and hear what he should hear, and 
wrote what he wrote because he wanted to. The re- 
sult is 200 pages of various excellences telling the run 
from Port Said to Colombo, of Colombo, then of Ran- 
goon, of Mandalay, the Irrawaddy, of Bhamo and the 
country up near China.

There are no bundles. of well 
choser-and well marshalled facts, no gallant painting 
of Shwe Dagon, none of.-all the things that are so 
readily expected and. invariably found in travellers’ 
narratives, which are so.often personal amplifications 
and commentaries on gutide-books. You will read 
through some two-thirds of Mr. Curle’s . book 
before you quite satisfactorily tell yourself that 
what-you are learning is really Mr. Curle himself, 
his* turn of mind, his personality, his points of 
view. And that is really much more delightful, and 
you begin to accept him and to put his mind on like a 
pair of enchanted spectacles and look eagerly to see 
what comes next. Frankly he seems more at home 
with himself, happier in feeling and expression when 
he has got away from Burma and got to Penang and 
Singapore and the Malay States. Among the best 
pages are those describing life in Kuala Lumpur, and 
the chapters on ‘‘a rubber plantation” and “ over 
F.M.S. roads.”” The book altogether is not one to read 
and lay aside, you will not get what it has to give in 
this way; it should be looked at again, dipped into, read 
closely and re-read in places, perhaps many times; you

Did they really exist, or are they the extravagant exaggera- 
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tions of writers of ad- 
venture books? Mr. 
Verrill, who has trav- 
elled the Caribbean 
Sea for nearly thirty 
years, has looked them 
up, run them down, 
traced their move- 
ments and collected 
relics of them; and 
after reading his fas- 
cinating book we have 
no longer any doubts ; 
they were real enough. 
In their days atrocious 
things were done. 
Slaves were mutilated 
for rebellion—and yet 
rebelled again with 
undaunted courage ; 
and in many a quiet 
tropic harbour trage- 
dies were enacted 
which it is difficult for 
us to imagine. Mr. 
Verrill’s accounts and anecdotes of the negro and his ways 
are extremely amusing; particularly do we appreciate 
Henry Francis William Nelson Wellington Bhand, called 
“Trouble” for short, who “ hired himself,’’ was as ugly 
as a prize bulldog and proved 
a treasure. The specimens 
of his conversation given, 
with home-made words and 
appalling fluency, are quite 
a revelation; incidentally 
the whole incident throws 
light on the essentially 
childlike mentality of the 
West Indian negro.

In 1851 the State of Brunei covered an area nearly as 
large as that of Great Britain and was ruled by a powerful 
sultan ; to-day it is about as large as Cornwall and Devon 
combined and forms part of the British dominions. Its 
main industry seems to be the manufacture of cutch, a 
toffee-looking substance made from the bark of the man- 
grove tree and used for tanning leather and for dyeing 
cloth khaki colour. The chief town, from which the state 
derives its name, is a pile-supported city built over a 
Borneo lake, a city highly picturesque and romantic but 
also highly insanitary, thanks to the native habit of using 
the lake water for purposes of washing.

In a sense 
it fascinates the author, and yet at its best or worst he does 
not take it seriously. He seems to imagine that follies and 
foibles are eternal, or at any rate perennial, that the Latins 
were no better and no worse than ourselves, though they 
were far more candid and more determined to “‘ sin boldly.” 
Famous shades are free-and-easy and unashamed in their 
confidences ; on the grandeur that was Rome they have 
no illusions, and there is something Dantesque in the 
hatreds and unabashed outbursts of many of those ancient 
ghosts.

He opens this book of 
thirty-two yells of love-of- 
life (pretending ineffectu- 
ally to be chapters) with 
one entitled ‘‘ Padding.”’ 
Asserting that he knows 
how to pad out a book 
that is not quite long 
enough for the publisher, 
he passes on to others a 
few tips. ‘One useful 
trick,’”’ he says, to 
pretend that you are in- 
flamed, that you are aman 
with a mission, moved by 
some high moral purpose 
to save the age from 
ruin.” But Mr. Morton 
ought to have been born 
an Irishman, for this is 
pure blarney. After casu- 
ally dropping a remark 
that the whole book is 
padding also, he expresses 
his characteristic hatred of 
cold indifference, of every 
kind of apathy, and apos- 
trophises the wordly-wise. 

“You neither love nor hate 
anything with all your might. 
You make of energy ajest. You 
frighten boys with your dirty 
little cynicisms and altruisms and 
your sophisticated smiles. You 
frightened me once, though I 
knew you were wrong. I used 
to see you all going about like 
the dead. I used to hear your 
cheap sneers. But now that I 
am no longer a boy,I know that 
you are wrong. And if these 
fumbling words of mine persuade 
one boy that life, for all your 
doubts, may be full of glory, 
then I am rewarded.”

What Mr. Morton does not 
seem to have learnt yet is the 
possibility of deeply ex- 
periencing life by one small 
hearth and in imaginative 
comprehension. Gadding 
about the hills, drinking in

““Widecombe Fair’’ was to have been 
the last of the great Dartmoor series, the 
topmost stone of the edifice which Mr. Eden 
Phillpotts has been building so carefully, so 
thoroughly, so lovingly, for many years— 
an edifice which will endure. But one more 
book has come, on a graver note than the 
lightsome “‘ Widecombe,”’ and it makes a 
finer finish—if we must write ‘ Finis’’ we 
do so unwillingly. 

Children of Men ”’ tells the story of the 
married life of Jacob Bullstone, a solitary 
by nature, introspective and doomed by his 
temperament to be misunderstood, as well 
as to misunderstand. His wife Margery 
(‘one of the Pulleyblanks ’’) is made on a 
less ponderous scale; she would welcome 
company, mild revelry; the local fairs 
attract her; but she sinks her own desires 
for years—even until her children are almost 
grown up—to please the husband she 
admires and, in one way, loves. Then the 
dreary temperament of Jacob gets the 
upper hand. Suspicion eats away his good 
sense, his judgment, destroys his balance, 
and upon the most innocent of friendships 
between his wife and a moorland neigh- 
bour he slowly builds evidence sufficient 
for a divorce—so he imagines. The 
collapse of his case forms one of the finest 
parts of this remarkable novel; farther 
than this point I shall not betray the 
plot. Much more is to come; and though 
at one time I thought that ‘ Brunel’s 
Tower’ was my choice as Mr. Phillpotts’ 
master-work (‘‘ Widecombe Fair’’ being in 
a class of its own), my opinion, immediately 
after reading ‘‘ Children of Men,” is that it 
will stand higher. It is too soon, however, 
to be sure—one does not attain the right 
perspective until leisure has come, perhaps 
in a month or two, for another dip into 
various favourites. 
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The book has its delightful groups of Devonshire moor- 
men and shopkeepers, whose humour relieves the dark 
background. Margery’s mother, full of the family pride of 
the Pulleyblanks, a member of the “ Chosen Few” in 
faith, scorning a bathroom as an irreligious vanity, perfectly 
certain that her own way is right, having a most irritating 
intimacy with the mind of the Almighty, and yet possessing 
some extraordinary common sense at times—she is one of 
Mr. Phillpotts’ genuine triumphs. Her wayward, unsettled 
son Jeremy, who is no sooner fixed up in one business when 
his enthusiasm begins to fail and he wants a change, is just 
as good in another way. The book has also its delicate 
Dartmoor pictures, whereby we who love Devon can see 
again the rivers and their valleys, can hear the talk of 
Brent and Tavistock and thrill to its music, can see, as in 
a flash, hills flaming with gorse or purple with heather. 
But behind all these things the reader feels the author’s 
intense earnestness, his profound and kindly philosophy, 
his goodwill to a harassed world and his sorrow for it. Mr.

Stated to be 
historically accurate, the account is a terrible 
revelation of the sufferings of the Boer women 
and children. There are many passages similar 
to the following, to make us wince: ‘“‘ There 
was a Hollander woman whose husband was a 
schoolmaster. She said to me: ‘ Mevrouw, I 
have_never yet heard such things as now I see ; 
that a Christian nation should so treat defence- 
less women and children ; but I ask myself what 
would great nations like Germany or America say 
if they could see what Great Britain does to poor 
women and children. Believe me, Mevrouw 
Badenhorst, we have been harshly treated, and 
in this bitter cold to have to sleep under wagons 
—bare; moreover, our wagons were placed 
round the laager, thus making a screen between 
them and the Boers if by chance the burghers 
should attack in the night. There were babies, 
too, born during the journey, in amongst all 
the children; it was a misery.’’’ How bitter 
were the terms of peace to the Boers may be 
judged by this brief description by General 
Liebenberg. He tells Tant’ Alie: ‘“‘ Last Saturday

Lloyd George when he said “ strip War remorsely of its 
glamour, and reveal its real hideousness to the eyes of the 
new generation.”” Tant’ Alie’s book does much to further 
this end, and so, for the sake of the future it is to be hoped 
that it will be very widely read.

accumulated during that 
period. ‘‘ That experience 
was not all in the direction of 
destruction,”’ Mr. Jenkinson 
says truly. ‘“‘ The war was 
also a time of scientific 
discovery and _ economic 
development ; both of un- 
precedented magnitude and 
variety because the occasion, 
the compulsion of necessity 
and the consequent pro- 
digality of all concerned 
in resources and effort were 
all alike unprecedented in 
history.’’ It is imperative, 
not only in the interest of 
the historians, but of the 
country as a whole that all 
records should be preserved 
and classified so as to be 
easily accessible. In 
ordinary times a_ very 
minute proportion of the 
population is engaged in 
the business of administra- 
tion, but during the war 
the great majority was em- 
ployed in one capacity or 
other, directly or indirectly, military or civil, in the 
work of the State. It is therefore easy to imagine the 
vast amount of documentary material that has been 
amassed, and amassed as it was within so short a time 
it has been impossible as yet satisfactorily to deal with 
it. The Registries of Government Departments have 
coped with the colossal task as well as might be, but 
it will be necessary for some duly appointed central 
authority to examine these masses of documents, to 
classify them, and to sift the wheat from the chaff. 
The point of the historian must not be ignored, but as 
there will not be forthcoming at once enough money 
to deal with all aspects, it is essential that such funds as 
are available should be devoted, as Mr. Jenkinson proposes, 
to ‘‘the preservation of the 
completest possible record of 
war effort as shown in the 
written remains of every kind 
of local and public adminis- 
tration, with no thought for 
sectional and secondary 
interests until the full object 
is accomplished.” It is highly 
desirable that this work 
should be put in hand without 
delay.

In the recollection of the average man, the man 
who has forgotten most of the little Roman history 
he was supposed to learn as a boy, the Emperor 
Hadrian possesses one or more of three titles to 
fame ; he is the poet of the exquisite address to 
the soul ‘“ Animula vagula blandula,’’ he was the 
projector of the famous Wall which runs from the 
Tyne to the Solway Firth, he was the friend of 
Antinous, the beautiful Greek youth on whom 
he conferred divine honours. His main services 
to the Roman Empire and thereby to the world 
—his consolidation of imperial defence in Europe, 
Asia and Africa, and his reconciliation of the long 
divorce of law and equity by the codification of 
the Perpetual Edict—are however achievements 
less remembered. And as all that Gibbon devotes 
to his celebration are a couple of pages in the first 
volume of “‘ The Decline and Fall’ and a couple 
of paragraphs in the fourth, and as most of us don’t 
know German, the language in which so many 
modern historians have written of him, his 
character and policy have hitherto been familiar 
to the English reader mainly through the twenty- 
sixth chapter of Bury’s “ Student’s Roman 
Empire,” a book published thirty years ago.

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evidence that Dr. Henderson has written “ The Life and 
Principate of the Emperor Hadrian.’”’ Based then, as any 
account of Hadrian must be in the absence of the ‘‘ Auto- 
biography,’ on the most meagre and scrappy materials, on 
epitomes, abridgments, quotations, anecdotes, inscriptions 
and allusions, this monograph may be welcomed as a work 
of scholarship and historical research in which the sources 
have been thoroughly ransacked and from which a fairly 
full-length portrait of the Philhellenic Emperor emerges. 
Where all is so good it is hard to select portions for praise ; 
but if I must choose, I should say that the chapters on the 
Northern Frontier (‘‘ Hadrian’s Wall’’), on Law Reform 
and Legislation, and on the Jews and the Christians show 
Dr. Henderson’s scholarship and powers of exposition to 
most advantage, and that the final passage dealing with 
Hadrian’s work in Judza gives the finest expression to his 
sane and “ realistic’’ philosophy of history. His latest 
biographer is perhaps a little too sympathetic with Hadrian, 
a little impatient with the Christians. Evidently he 
thinks, as Walter Bagehot thought before him, that “‘ you 
can say nothing favourable of the first Christians, except 
that they were Christians.’’ Perhaps, too, the senior tutor 
of Exeter College betrays too much of the don’s condes- 
cension and of the scholar’s acrimony. Allusions to 
““Dombey and Son,” to ‘ Alice in Wonderland,’ to 
“Martin Chuzzlewit,’’ and to a speech of De Valera’s are 
hardly consonant with the dignity of history; and surely 
it was unnecessary for Dr. Henderson, an Oxford Fellow, to 
contradict and to controvert in note after note, Dr. Bury, 
Regius Professor of Modern History at Cambridge. A 
reference to Dr. Bury’s ‘“ Student’s Roman Empire ”’ 
would indeed have saved the Oxford historian from making 
a couple of bad blunders. Dr. Henderson says that the 
Apology of Aristides is lost. As a matter of fact it was 


discovered in the Convent of St. Catharine on Mount Sinai 
in 1889 by Dr. Rendel Harris, and published two years 
later in Dean Armitage Robinson’s ‘‘ Texts and Studies,” 
the Syriac text being accompanied by the Greek version 
and an English translation.

Two great men of wholly 
differing temperaments and methods, widely differing 
minds and faiths, were closely allied by their common 
honesty and stature, generosity and large tolerance. Mill 
1s the greater gainer by the light of this correspondence. 
Amazingly, he appears for ten years to have lent or found 
most of the books that Carlyle lacked at Ecclefechan, and 
many that he lacked in 
Cheyne Row. It was 
an incessant service, 
asked of him without 
hesitations and never 
failing. The vulgar 
notion of Mill as a 
cold, sub-human person 
must yield this 
evidence. One finds it 
well rebuked in one of 
Carlyle’s letters to 
Sterling anent Goethe, 
before Sterling under- 
stood that clear genius : 

“Was there, is there, 
or will there be a great 
Intellect ever heard tell 
of, without first a true and 
great Heart to begin with? 
Never; if my experience 
and faith in this God’s 
world have taught me 
anything at all. Think it 
not, suspectit not. Worse 
blasphemy I could not

fore; know that he is of (Hutchinson)

As for the heavenly 
nature of poor Carlyle, 
desolated like the Black 
Country by the smoke 
of his fires, that too has 
been doubted by some ; 
but in these letters 
there are a hundred 
touching passages that 
show him to have been 
a strenuously helpful 
man, in the smallest 
cases as much asin the 
passionate utterance of 
his prophetic soul. 
Serene minds may find 
him as fearsome as any 
volcano, for those fires 
were deep and his aspect 
stormily rugged; but 
he was kind in such 
piteous ways, and so 
persistently, that it 
argues a defective sense 
of humour not to feel 
him benignant. There 
is even significance in 
the fact that he struck 
up the three friendships 
here depicted with 
aspirants from eleven 
to seventeen years 
younger than himself. 
They, at all events, found his heart big enough for all 
disparities and all accidents. Was there ever a finer 
letter written to a dying man than Carlyle’s to the gentle 
Sterling ? 

“My Friend, my brave Sterling! A right valiant man ; 
very beautiful, very dear to me; whose like I shall not see again 
in this world! We are journeying towards the Grand Silence ; 
what lies beyond it earthly man has never known, nor will know : 
but all brave men have known that it was God-like, that it was 
right Good—that the name of it was God. Wir heissen euch 
hoffen. ... My Wife is 
all in tears: no tear of 
mine, dear Sterling, shall 
if I can help it, deface a 
scene so sacred. The 
memory of the Brother 
that is gone, like a brave 
one, shall be divine to us; 
and, if it please the 
Supreme Wisdom, we 
shall—O my friend, my 
friend 

But all these noble 
men, unless it be Mill, 
are sufficiently well 
known to discerning 
lovers. The main 
interests of this volume 
of letters are two—the 
spectacle of these men’s 
reactions on Carlyle 
and the study of that 
period in which they 
wrote.

out. It is now issued 
by his family at a 
remarkably moderate 
price for nearly four 
hundred octavo pages. 
A few prefatory words 
by a friend tell us that 
Mr. Balk was a man of 
large reading, who had 
“reflected carefully ”’ 
on many aspects of 
life and religion. The 
evidence of reflection 
at least will be found 
in the volume an 
alternative title of 
which is ‘“ Thoughts 
on the problems and 
purpose of individual 
life.” While it must 
not be said that it is a 
record of original 
views, it is certainly 
the product of an 
independent mind 
which has done its 
own thinking, and has 
laid out the results 
reached with con- 
siderable clearness and 


occasional force. They may not be of marked import- 
ance or likely to carry special conviction, but they are not 
without interest as indicating how the great problems have 


appeared to an earnest person 
who—whatever his reading— 
was evidently no man of 
learning and depended little 
on the debates or findings of 
scholarship, so far at least as 
these studies are concerned. 
In Mr. Balk’s opinion, “‘ the 
whole Christian terminology 
requires the most thorough 
overhauling,’’ but the revela- 
tion of Jesus Christ belongs 
to “‘ realities of the spiritual 
world.” There is a sense in 
which God is within and so 
is also His Christ, but this 
notwithstanding the immor- 
tality of the soul is con- 
ditional, a thing to be striven 
for, not an inalienable pos- 
session. We grow to “a life 
which knows no dying,” and 
it is apparently the ‘‘ stature 
of the perfection of Christ ’’ ; 
but the endowment and 
assurance concerning it come 
to us through the Christ- 
revelation and not otherwise.

In 
attempting to save Phillida from an overturned boat 
Devereux wounded a boatman with his oar. Phullida, 
believing the man to be drowned, took a rash vow to 
observe silence, with the inevitable tangle of complications. 
A trumped-up charge of murder failed completely ; after 
the lapse of a year the supposed victim reappeared in his 
native village, and the whole blackmailing story came to 
light. Meanwhile sorrows had fallen on Phillida, and her 
Irish home had been broken up, but our early expectations 
are not disappointed, and the novel ends with Phillida’s 
quotation from “ Ruth,’ to Devereux, ‘‘ Whither thou 
goest I will go. . . . Thy people shall be my people.”

For nowhere else— 
except in the earlier book, 
“The Lone Swallows ’’—- 
will one find writing 
about nature which is so 
intimate as Mr. William- 
son’s, so much at once 
the writing of a man of 
understanding and of a 
poet who loves beauty 
for its own sake. The 
word ‘‘ saga’’ is often on 
his lips—‘‘ The Saga of 
Mousing Keekee,”’ ‘“‘ The 
Saga of Chakchek the 
One-eyed,”’ an epic tale 
in seventeen pages—and 
the use of the word is 
not incongruous though 
the characters are ani- 
mals, not men. For 
something of the sweep 
and the sharp, clear-cut 
edges of the old Icelandic 
tales has got into the 
work. And something 
else which is its corollary. 
A sense of the dignity of 
the history which is being 
told. Mr. Williamson 
with his intense love for, 
and sympathy with the 
living thing, his under- 
standing of its point of 
view, never lapses into 
the sentimentalism which 
is the curse of so much 
nature writing.

In the social sense Hallowdene Farm is just a 
delightful place in Devon, the haunt of the uncle 
and cousins of the brilliant schoolgirl, Chris Gil- 
mour, and the scene to which she is sent after 
she has ‘“‘ crocked up”’ on her Christmas holidays. 
In the mental sense it is something rather 
weird and wonderful; though it has a feature so 
modern as a telephone it must be open to the 
ghosts of old romantic and sensational novelists of 
divers orders, and author and schoolgirl heroine, 
with mingled gaiety and maiveté, surrender them- 
selves to the strange psychometry. Hence we 
have thrills and perils, misunderstandings and 
coincidences, ordeals and rescues of a kind that for 
more than a generation has not made us hold our 
breath. A mortgage deed, held by the rude and 
hostile neighbouring squire, is the beginning of 
trial and thrill, and the astounding labours of the 
heroine’s cousin, a youth of sixteen, to beat back 
gathering doom, ought to make us ashamed of 
our own plodding days. The author, whether in 
earnest or in irony, enjoys it all; and while we 
sometimes have the sense of old ghosts and bygone 
heroines in a motor race we also have a frequent 
impression of pleasant human character.

By a turn of fortune’s wheel Silver changes places 
with King Garnet, who is turned adrift, quite incapable of 
earning the meanest wage. And there are more ups and 
downs for all of them before the story closes. All the 
characters are marked by strong individuality and are 
well contrasted. Silver, braggart, bully and brute, is 
Miss Edgington’s masterpiece. The story moves briskly ; 
there is plenty of crisp dialogue and so little does the 
author intervene to save her characters from the pitiless 
blows of fate, that we sometimes forget it is not realism 
but romance she gives us.

The indispensable Strang story for this Christmas narrates 
a series of episodes in the life of Robert Courtney, the son 
of a Dorset squire in the eighteenth century. His adven- 
tures are many and various, and from the moment that, 
upon the first page, we encounter two horsemen “ trotting 
along the highway that runs from Dorchester through 
Poole to Southampton’ on “a bleak, gloomy winter 
morning ”’ in 1746, the pace of the story never slackens 
till the end. Thrilling as is the record of the young hero’s 
escapades, from which he always emerges “‘ true as steel,”’ 
to the confusion of tyrants and impostors, the interest of 
the book is enhanced by its realistic pictures of the 
eighteenth century country-side, with its highwaymen, its 
snug inns, its crude country folk on their way to the 
market towns, and its John Wesley riding his horse along 
the rough roads.

He gave also some of his own experiences and his characters 
are all real, often inconsistent and always human. We 
have read the book right through and it deserves the word
